SUBJECT: CHANGE IN PROPOSED SCHEDULE

1 . PROTOCOL CHIEF RAUL GUTIERREZ TELEPHONED MAY 23 

TO INFORM ME OF CERTAIN CHANGES IN THE TENTATIVE SCHEDULE 
FOR MRS. CARTER'S VISIT PROPOSED BY THE PRESIDENT AND 
FOREIGN MINISTER OE PERU. THE MOST IMPORTANT CHANGE WOULD 
INVOLVE THE 8:30 P.M. DINNER ON FRIDAY, JUNE 3, WHICH 
WOULD NOW BE HOSTED BY PRESIDENT AND MRS. MORALES BERMUDEZ 
AND HELD IN THE RESIDENCE OF THE PRESIDENTIAL PALACE. IT 
WOULD BE AN INFORMAL DINNER WITH THE SAME ENTERTAINMENT 
AS ORIGINALLY PLANNED EOR TORRE TAGLE. TOASTS, IF ANY, 

WOULD BE BRIEF AND INFORMAL. 

2. AS A COROLLARY, MRS. MORALES BERMUDEZ WOULD BE 

AT THE AIRPORT TO MEET MRS. CARTER, ALONG WITH FOREIGN 
MINISTER AND MRS. DE LA PUENTE AND OTHERS. THE 
ARRIVAL WOULD BE AT THE MILITARY SIDE OF THE AIRPORT 
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AND WOULD INCLUDE MILITARY HONORS (BUT NO TROOP REVIEW 
OR GUN SALUTE) AND THE PLAYING OP THE NATIONAL ANTHEMS 
OF BOTH COUNTRIES. 

3. THE REST OF MRS. CARTER'S CHEDULE EOR THE 

DAY WOULD BE AS PRESENTED REPTEL, EXCEPT FOR THE TEA, 

WHICH IN VIEW OF THE DINNER AT THE PALACE, WOULD NOW 
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BE DROPPED. 

4. MEETING WITH PRESIDENT MORALES BERMUDEZ 
WOULD INCLUDE PRESIDENT AND EOREIGN MINISTER ON 
PERUVIAN SIDE AND MRS. CARTER, AMBASSADOR TODMAN, 
AMBASSADOR DEAN, MR. PASTOR AND INTERPRETER ON U.S. 
SIDE. GOP PREEERENCE AND PRACTICE ARE TO KEEP MEETINGS 
WITH THEIR PRESIDENT SMALL. THEY AGREED TO 
INCLUDE PASTOR ONLY AFTER STRONG CASE MADE AND DID 
NOT AGREE TO INCLUDE MRS. HOYT. 

5. SEPARATE 4:30 P.M. MEETING WITH AMBASSADOR 
TODMAN, ROBERT PASTOR, AMBASSADOR DEAN, EOREIGN 
MINISTER DE LA PUENTE AND TOP EOREIGN MINISTRY OEEICIALS 
WOULD BE CONVERTED TO BREAKEAST MEETING AT TORRE 
TAGLE 8:30-10:30 A.M. SATURDAY, JUNE 4. 

6. MRS. CARTER'S SATURDAY SCHEDULE WOULD REMAIN 
UNCHANGED. 

7. EOR SUNDAY, JUNE 5, EOREIGN MINISTER 

AND MRS. DE LA PUENTE PROPOSE AN INFORMAL LUNCH IN 
THE COUNTRY FOLLOWING A VISIT TO GOLD MUSEUM. 
SPECIEICALLY, DE LA PUENTE PROPOSES THE EOLLOWING: 
SUNDAY JUNE 5 

10:00 A.M. DEPART EOR VISIT TO GOLD MUSEUM 

10:45 A.M. VISIT GOLD MUSEUM 
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1 2:00 NOON INEORMAL LUNCH OEEERED BY EONMIN 
AND MRS. DE LA PUENTE AT HACIENDA 
MAMACONA OE THE ASSOCIATION OE 
PERUVIAN PASO HORSES. (CAN BE 
LIMITED TO TWO HOURS INCLUDING 
DEMONSTRATION OE PASO HORSES. DE

8. MONDAY SCHEDULE: NO CHANGE 

9. COMMENT: AMBASSADOR GUITERREZ MADE THE OOP'S 
CASE FOR THE ARRIVAL OE MRS. MCARTER'S PLANE AT THE 
MILITARY SIDE OF THE AIRPORT ON SECURITY GROUNDS. 
MOVEMENT OE PEOPLE AND PLANES AT THE CIVILIAN TERMINAL 
IS PARTICULARLY HEAVY AROUND NOON-TIME ESPECIALLY ON 
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FRIDAYS. I EXPRESSED SOME CONCERN IN REGARD TO THE 
SHIET OF THE DE LA PUENTE -TODMAN MEETING EROM 
FRIDAY AFTERNOON TO SATURDAY MORNING BREAKEAST BUT 
SAID I WOULD CONSULT. ON THE DE LA PUENTE PROPOSAL 
FOR SUNDAY, I SAID I WOULD FORWARD THE FONMIN'S 
PROPOSAL (AS WELL AS OTHER SUGGESTIONS) TO WASHINGTON 
FOR MRS. CARTER'S CONSIDERATION. I SAID THAT I 
COULD APPRECIATE THE FOREIGN MINISTER'S DESIRE TO 
OFEER THIS LUNCH (ESPECIALLY NOW THAT THE PRESIDENT 
AND MRS. MORALES BERMUDEZ WOULD HOST THE ERIDAY 
EVENING DINNER), BUT RECALLED THE STRONG DESIRE 
EXPRESSED BY THE ADVANCE TEAM TO KEEP SUNDAY, JUNE 5, 
FREE FOR REST AND RELAXATION, ADDING THAT THIS WOULD 
BE THE ONLY SUCH OPPORTUNITY DURING AN INTENSE 13- 
DAY VISIT TO SEVEN COUNTRIES. 

AMBASSADOR GUTIERREZ SUGGESTED THAT I RAISE 
THESE CONSIDERATION DURING THE APPOINTMENT WITH EONMIN 
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DE LA PUENTE WHICH WAS SCHEDULED FOR THIS AFTERNOON 
AT 4:30 P.M. AT THE FONMIN'S REQUEST. HOWEVER, HE 
LATER CALLED ME TO CANCEL THAT APPOINTMENT BECAUSE 
DE LA PUENTE HAD ALREADY CABLED THESE 
SUGGESTIONS TO WASHINGTON THROUGH AMBASSADOR CARLOS 
GARCIA BEDOYA. GUTIERREZ ADDED THAT DE LA PUENTE WAS 
LEAVING AT 10:00 A.M., TOMORROW, MAY 24 FOR THE PARIS 
MEETING TO RETURN TO PERU ON JUNE 2, THE DAY BEFORE 
MRS. CARTER'S ARRIVAL. DEAN 
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
